The governments of England, Germany 
and France have survived their latest cri- 
iies. 
In each case, however, their tenure 
is rather delicate. 
They come through 
because their leaders have kept their 
heads and faced their opposition. 
In England Ramsay 
MacDonald 
has 
chosen to accept Liberal amendment to a 
land tax bill. 
In Germany Chancellor 
Bruening warned the steering committee 
of the Reichstag that he would resign if a 
special session were called to consider 
his special tax measure; he was upheld. 
In France Premier Laval was given a 
vote of confidence on Briand's foreign 
policies. 
Behind 
these 
conditions, nonetheless, 
there are evidences of instability. Con­ 
stantly the pressure is applied. Soon or 
late the thing that has been suppressed 
must bring renewed difficulty- Bruening's 
survival 
of repeated 
efforts to 
break 
down his policies has been surprising. 
Laval has recently begun his prime min­ 
istership in France and his path will not 
be easy. 
MasDonald’s power in England 
will 
survive as long as the Liberal members, 
ltd by David Lloyd George, shall support 
the Labor government’s measures. Mac­ 
Donald continues as prime minister be­ 
cause the Liberals are not ready to ap­ 
peal to the country in a general elec­ 
tion. 
The Labor government is in a mi­ 
nority. 
It looked for a time as if the MacDon­ 
ald government was about to fail. But 
when the q uestion wa's put the presiding 
officer ruled it out of order.

THE SPANISH PROCESSES 
The world watches the republican ex ­ 
periment in 
Spain* So 
does ^Iphonso 
who insists that he is still the king not­ 
withstanding his exile in France. The 
youngest republic must undergo processes 
before its conditions of government are 
stabilized. 
Not enough time has elapsed 
since the overthrow of the monarchy to 
indicate just what is going to happen in 
the land of Castile. 
A basic issue that may divide the Span­ 
ish republicans, says James G. McDonald, 
chairman of the Foreign Policy Associa­ 
tion of the United States, is 'That of sep­ 
aratism versus centralism or, in other 
words, the q uestion of whether republi­ 
can Spain shall remain a unitary state 
with power centralized in Madrid, or be­ 
come a federal state modeled perhaps on 
the United States or on Switzerland. 
"This is a problem of utmost import­ 
ance, 
on which republican opinion is 
dangerously divided. 
The demand for 
federalism from Catalonia, the richest 
commercial province of Spain, is sup­ 
ported by the Basq ue 
provinces 
and 
other regions. 
However, the forces of 
centralism will not easily admit defeat, 
because the aspirations for local autono­ 
my are not in general shared by the 
Spanish people. 
Fortunately the Spaniards are a toler­ 
ant people. 
They dislike fanaticism, they 
distrust the ex tremist, they have a high 
sense of the worth of the individual. 
They are not likely » therefore, to he 
stampeded into civil strife. Given their 
present opportunities, they should be able 
to utilize their peculiar q ualities of per­ 
sonal independence and their ingrained 
democracy to developed a successful re­ 
public.” 
Leaders of the new 
government 
in 
Spain are enjoying no sinecure. 
They 
need to bring together the conflicting 
elements if they are to retain their influ­ 
ence. 
The relation between church and 
state and the contest betwen socialism 
and liberalism are not easily solved. Po­ 
litical manners and customs are changing, 
but the road to stability is not level. 
There are many obstructions ahead. Out 
of the milling of political conflicts there 
may come a dictator.

considered as an insecticide at all, 
but it is the best remedy for con­ 
trol of leaf spot and fungus dis­ 
eases.

4' (Copper sulphate) (blue vitrol), 
(four 
pounds 
caustic 
lime) 
(un­ 
slacked); after you have dissolved 
the copper sulphate In warm water, 
pour it in a fifty gallon barrel, 
and then add your lime. 
The cop­ 
per sulphate is best dissolved by 
putting it in a sack and letting It 
hang in warm water. 
Your lime 
should be put In a wooden vessel 
and slacked by putting water over 
It. 
As soon as the lime is slaked, 
mix up and then add the two to 
fifty 
gallons 
of water. 
To 
test 
your lime-sulphur after you have 
made it, put some of it in a saucer 
and 
blow
